A large number of documents from ti*e FBI, 3tate Departeient, CIA, 

Secret Service, Immigration and Naturalization Service, and Department 
of Defense wore declassified for publication in the Cocai as loafs Hear inn? . 
These dpewnents appear in the published volumes aa Corrsissioa -Exhibits 
and Deposition Exhibit*. Copies are therefore included in the Co;:aiiission 
Ediibit and Deposition Exhibit files of the Ccesnission. The ori^inole 
of these documents resaaia in the nitabered document file of the Comsdssion. 

Tiic declassified copies of these documents in the Commission Exhibit 
file have all been properly a tamped end the classifications have b-cen 
canceled. Tie originals of these documents have also been properly 
declassified. 

Portions of scrae of these declassified documents we re excised prior to 
publication. The copies of these documents in the Cosaifleion Exhibit 
file reflect these excisions, •fins originals of these particular 
docusate have not been changed and accordingly remain classified. 

A number, of documents that were declassified by the originating agencies 
but were not published have also been appropriately stamped ns declassified. 

Classified documents originated by the Carrealsoion itself, especially the 
Hearings, have been declassified, but It has not been possible to complete 
the actual declassification process. This will have to be done by the 
National Archives. Some classified docisaeate originated by the Ccacnicsica 
will remain classified until further notice, 
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
